*Quakes Continue 
Rocking in Reno, 
But Fears Fading 

RENO, Nov., Dec. 30 (U.R)— Occasional tremors continued 
to rock earthquake-conscious Reno gently today, but the fear 
that "the hig one ia cominR" was beginning to die down. 

Prof, Vincent GiancIIa, seismoloRiat at the University of 
Nevada, reported his seismograph was still recording trem- 
ors, four days after the area first began to be sliakcn by 
earthquakes. 

"We're getting occasional quivers and every once 
nwhilo a stiff jolt that ca n be felt in downtown Reno," Gia- 
nclia reported.

Ho 
came to me nnd nnid 'General Kins 
la going to -lurrcnder Bataan.' 

"I raid, Trnywick. you tell him

hnd poslUve orders from General 
Douglas MacArthur, then in Aus- 
trnlla.

"I transmitted Uieso orders to 
General King, well knowlnR ho could 
not attack.

"Qeneral King had sent tho officer 
with the white flag before ho got 
direct orders from me to hold Ba- 
taan, He nb.iolutely did not disobey 
me, I want to f.ce no a.',pcrslon ca,it 
upon General King, He la a gallant 
soldier, a brave nnd couraRcous man 
ond a fine gentleman.

RADIO GIVE-AWAYS 
As If thB avcragfl American didn't Uvo 
nndir enough t«nslon«, trying to keep paca 
with Inflation, foreign wara and such. It 
somes to mind that modem radio has added 
a new peril to the compUcntlonn of everyday 
living. 

We speak of the Institution of radio glvC' 
away programs. Nowadays, every Amcrlcan- 
aTery one with a telephone, that la— liven Irt 
the constant Jeopardy that h^moy-bcc;! 
by a radio give-away program, be offered 
fabulous fortune for answering a few ques- 
tions, and find himself unprepared. 

There Is also the added peril that he may 
actually be able to recite for fame and for- 
tune and yet be pre-cmptorlly barred from 
doing CO because of being disconnected by 
£ome distant telephone operator. This Is the 
.unklndest cut-off of all. and has In recent 
weeks led to some hard feeling against telc' 
phone and broadcasting companies. 

Now this shaky give-away precipice on 
which Americans exist Is not entirely bad. 
For' one thing. It puts a new and more imme- 
. diat* value on education for our young. There 
vns a time when Junior couldn't quite see 
the percentage In piling up stores of infor- 
mation, such as: "All Gaul la divided Into 
three parts . . ." (or was during Caesar's time) 
wonned laboriously from the Latin pony. 

Now, thanks to radio's Incentive, all this 
haa been changed. Junior has but to twirl 
the dial at random any evening to hear dumb- 
Johns and Janes raking In electric washers, 
trips to Bermuda, lifetime supplies of break- 
fast food, dog food and ball point pens, _ 
b« convinced of the value, hero and now, of 
adequate and readily available knowledge. 

One anguished housewife's moan that she 
Just doesn't know who was the last President 
before William Howard Taft to wear a beard 
' la proof positive that one should commit to 
memory not only the names and birthplaces 
and dates of all Presidents, but also their 
facial appearance, middle names, outstand' 
log pecullarltlos such as warts or harelips, 
and any other 'data that might conceivably 
pop Into the fertile brains of those geniuses 
who devise the quizzes. 

Thus, as each new burden on mankind has 
ItB compensations, so has this peril of the 
radio give-away. So far the system has broken 
very few people completely. And think of all 
the persons it has either made rich beyond 
their wildest calculations, or at least provided 
with some new alumlnumware. And, In the 
realm of Intangibles, think of the hope, the 
extra and immeasurable hope, which the 
give-away adds to "the American dream' 
getting ahead. 

Let us brace ourselves, then. lor the worst 
— for either the tragic possibility that wc may 
not know when quizzed, or that, knowing, we 
may even yet be thwarted by a chance pull- 
ing of a plug In a remote telephone switch- 
board. And strong In the knowledge that 
someday our call may come — and remain 
connected— face the future with fortitude. 



GALLUP'S "HEROES" 

We are pleased to note that Dr. George 
Gallup — remember? — has recovered from 
what Mr. Truman calls "the late unpleasant- 
ness" and once again has sent forth his cmls- 
aarles to ask the people: "What man, living 
today In any part of the world, that you have 
heard or read about do you admire most?" ■ 

This Is a slight variant on the last similar 
question, which Dr. Gallup asked In March 
of 1947. Then he wanted to know "what pcr- 
aon" was most admired. But only two women 
made the top, ten last year anyway, so the 
current list still offers a good chance to see 
how fickle the fickle public is. 

It should surprise no one. including Dr. 
Gallup, to find that Mr. Truman got the most 
admiring votes in this post-election survey. 
He moved up from fourth place In 1047 to 
finish In front—a feat, Incidentally, that was 
duplicated In 104B by the world's champion 
Cleveland Indians. 

Last year's winner was General MacArthur, 
who wound up third In the latest poll. That 
Isn't bad, considering that a whole now gen- 
eration hos reached maturity since the lost 
■llmo the general was home. Winston 
Churchill also finished In the top five, though 
he dropped from third place to fourth. 

The only three persons who kept an un- 
changed place In the public affection were 
General Elsenhower, who was second both 
years; Secretary of State Marshall, fifth, and 
Pope Plus, In eighth place. Governor Dewey, 
Who was elected Presldont by everyone ex- 
cept the voters, can console himself with the 
thought that he's more popular alter missing 
the boat twice than he was after one defeat. 
Ho was seventh this year and tenth in '47. 

Newcomers were cx-presldent Hoover, who 
replaced Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt as No. 0; 
Harold Stassen, replacing the other 1947 
feminine entry. Bister Kenny, In ninth place, 
and the eminent Dr. Albert Einstein, who was 
tenth. 

Zt a comparison of the two polls signifies 
anything, it ficema to emphasize that Ameri- 
cans have not forgotten the war. The Elsen- 
Iwwer-MacArthur-MarshaU - Churchill four- 
«me l5 right up'there both years. It also sug- 
geata that Americans admire a non-profcs-

Mrs. Stripling had a parutlme Jab 
and waa barely getting by. Dob 
wa.m't fvcn a first class private, 
while many of tho conaplratom 
among Uie communist fronts 
alrutllng aa majors and colonels In 
Wojhlnnton, New York, London and 
Porta, The Hollywood fellow-tra- 
velera were riding high os captains, 
majora ond colonels.
